Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  November 
U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  rose  4 
percent  to  $1 .8  billion  from  October.  A 
2-percent  drop  in  imports  and  a 
1  -percent  rise  in  exports  both  contri¬ 
buted  to  the  larger  surplus.  November’s 
surplus  was  7  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.  The  cumulative  calendar  year 
surplus  through  November  totaled  $1 5.9 
billion,  4  percent  below  1992  (table  3). 

Exports  Fairly  Steady  -  Agricultural 
experts  were  essentially  unchanged  at 
$3.9  billion.  Grain  and  feed  exports  fell 
12  percent  and  horticultural  exports,  22 
percent.  Fruit  and  preparations  fell  7 
percent  to  $203  million.  Beef  and  veal 
shipments  were  up  8  percent  to  $170 
million.  Nuts  and  preparations  were 
down  31  percent  to  $138  million. 
Soybean  meal  jumped  48  percent  to 
$137  million.  Tobacco  was  up  $24 
million  to  $108  million.  Poultry  meats 
fell  $1 3  million  to  $1 00  million. 

lA'heat  exports  rose  to  3.1  million  tons, 
329,000  tons  over  October.  China 
purchased  420,000  tons  and  the  Former 
Soviet  Union  (FSU)  355,000  tons. 
Cumulative  1 993  shipments  to  the  FSU 
and  China  totaled  about  6.5  million  tons. 
Japan  imported  354,000  tons,  followed 
by  Morocco  with  176,000  tons.  Pakistan 
and  Korea  imported  153,000  and 
126,000  tons,  respectively.  U.S. 
calendar  year  shipments  through 
November  reached  32  million  tons,  up 
5  percent  from  1 992. 


Japan,  Taiwan  and  Korea  were  also 
major  buyers.  Calendar  year  shipments 
were  2  percent  less  than  1992  at  17.4 
million  tons. 

Grain  sorghum  shipments,  of  267.6 
million  tons,  were  down  23  percent  from 
October.  Japan  accounted  for  77 
percent  of  U.S.  exports  at  206  million 
tons,  up  slightly  from  October.  Ship¬ 
ments  to  Mexico  were  62,000  tons. 
Sorghum  exports  were  19  percent  below 
November  1992.  The  year-to-date  total 
was  5.6  million  tons,  1 7  percent  below 
1992. 

Cotton  shipments  were  up  1 7  percent  to 
88,000  tons  in  November.  Cotton  gain¬ 
ed  28  percent  to  $1 1 6  million  in  value. 
Exports  were  5  percent  below  Novem¬ 
ber  1 992.  Shipments  to  Japan  and  the 
EC  increased.  Cumulative  calendar 
1 993  shipments  declined  21  percent 
from  1 992  at  just  over  1  million  tons. 

Imports  Down  Slightly  -  November 
imports  declined  to  $2.1  billion,  2 
percent  below  October.  Coffee 
decreased  22  percent  to  64,000  tons. 
Fresh  and  frozen  fruit  imports  increased 
1 8  percent  to  $33.5  million.  Total  juice 
imports  remained  steady  although  apple 
juice  imports  declined  17  percent. 

Fresh  and  frozen  vegetable  imports 
increased  28  percent.  Calendar  year  to 
date  imports  were  unchanged  from  1992 
at  $22.6  billion.  (Tom  Capehart,

Corn  exports  declined  4  percent  to  3.7 
million  tons  on  lower  shipments  to  Japan 
and  the  FSU.  Japan  was  down  from  1 .3 
million  tons  in  October  to  1  million  tons. 
FSU  shipments  were  just  over  1  million 
tons,  down  130,000  tons  from  October. 
Shipments  to  Spain  increased  from 
24,000  tons  to  1 06,000  tons  and  those 
to  Columbia  jumped  from  34,000  tons  to 
100,000  tons.  Calendar  year  shipments 
through  November  totaled  36.5  million 
j, tons,  6  percent  below  1992^ 

c^QSbybean  shipments  were  2  million  tons, 
essentially  unchanged  from  October. 
The  Netherlands  was-the  largest  buyer, 
up  slightly^  ffom  October.  Total  EC 
shipments  were  1 .2  million  tons 
compared  with  1.1  million  last  month. 


FY  ’93  High-Value  Product  Exports  - 

High  value  products  are  an  expanding 
component  of  the  U.S.  export  picture. 

In  FY  1993,  high  value  product  exports 
totaled  $24  billion,  and  have  risen  from 
31  percent  of  total  agricultural  exports 
in  FY  1 980  to  56  percent  in  FY  1 993. 
Gains  in  high  value  product  exports  are 
offsetting  declines  in  traditional  bulk 
commodities  such  as  wheat,  corn  and 
soybeans.  The  biggest  gains  in  FY 
1993  were  in  fruit,  fruit  juice  and 
vegetable  exports  to  Canada,  Japan, 
and  the  EC.  Beef,  pork,  and  poultry 
shipments  totaled  $3.5  billion  in  FY
